Having been appointed recely ~s of 
the Southern Traction Co. of Uli- 
nois by the District Courts of the 
United States for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Illinois and the Hastern Dis- 
trict of Missouri, it is our purpose 
to at-once complete this road from 
Belleville to East St. Louis and to 
put it into operation.

UF TIRE VICTIM 


A romance in which a young busi- 
ness protege inherits a $75,000 interest 
in the Holstein Commission Co., 1002 
North Broadway, was revealed Wednes- 
day in the filing of the will of George 
Goener, president of the Wellston Trust 
Co., of 6227 Easton avenue, who lost 
his life in. the M. A. C. fire. 

The man is Herman Kronsbein, #4 
years old, of 4525 Morgan street, who 
now is treasurer of the Holstein Co. At 
the time the will was made, May 2, 
1908, Kronsbein was secretary of the 
company. Attorney Williams: Sachs, 
who filed the will for probate, made 
the estimate of the value of the busi- 
ness inherited by Kronsbein. He also 
stated Goener’s estate was worth about 
$100,000. . The remainder is bequeathed 
to Goener’s half-brother, Wilhelm Jo- 
hansman, who lives at Borgloh, Ger- 
many. . 

Goerner only recently. was elected 
president of the Wellston Trust Co.. 
succeeding I'red Essen, Republican boss 
of St. Louis County. He had been out 
purchasing a cigar and when he re- 
turned to the directors’ meeting he was 
told of nis election to the presi“ency. 
Goener was 4 years old and a bach- 
elor. He was a permanent guest at the 
me Ai C. 

Among his real estate’ holdings, Rem- 
ley said, was the Columbian Hall at 
Vandeventer and Easton avenues, for- 
merly the old Liederkranz Hall. 

Upon Kronsbein’s application to Pro- 
bate Judge Holtcamp, he was appointed 
administrator of Goener’s estate, al-' 
though Public Administrator Newell had 
filed upon it last Monday. 

William A. Denvir of Webster Groves 
took out administration papers in ths 
estate of Thomas B. Shyne, 34 years 
old, salesman for the Underwood Type- 
writer Co., whose body has not been 
recovered. He estimated the value of 
Shyne’s estate at $17,000. 

David Remley, grocer, who was onc 
of Goener’s closest associates, said 
Goever made his fortune out of thes 
manufacture, of oleomargarine. Twenty 
years ago, he said, Goener was a driver 
of a Union Dairy Co. milk wagon. Two 
years later, with his savings, he went 
into the butter and egg business, later 
manufacturing oleomargarine. Gradual- 
ly. as his wealth increased, he widened 
his business activities, until at his 
death he was president of the tryst 
company, the Holstein’ company, th 
Crystal Natatorium Co. at Cook anit

At the same time, he declared, the 
women and their escorts also looked up 
and the women screamed and fled. while 
their escorts seemed to redouble their 
efforts to take them toward the M. A, C. 
entrance. ; 

In another moment, the four young 
men said, they saw eight men climb 
down the fire escape on the“west end 
of the building, who, later were taken 
into Nugent’s. In the meantime, Bryant 
said, the thrée women and their es- 
corts disappeared. 

Guy ‘Bryant and Borneman said it ap- 
peared to them that the three women 
and their escorts. knew of some dangee: 
in the clubhouse, and that the men 
seemed to be striving to re-enter the 
place against the wishes of the women. 

Borneman said a few minutes later 
there were two explosions and that al- 
most instantly the entire upper floors 
of the building were a mass of flames. 

Sent to Turm in Alarm. 

Hobelman declared he believed the fire 
started in the private dining room from 
which he saw flames burst through a 
window. “I am sure that if the club 
management could ascertain the names 
of the three women and their escorts 
and get them to tell what they Know, it 
would throw considerable _ on tite 
cause of the fire,” ‘he said» .-

Building Commissioner McKelvey, in response to a demand 
from the Municipal Assembly for a list of all fire traps or build- 
ings in which there is great fire danger, including hotels, clubs, 
theaters, lodging houses or other places frequented by large num- 
bers of people, told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday that he 


had no list of the kind demanded. 
Fire Chief Swingley, in reply to a request from 


the Civie 


League for such a list, said his office had not compiled a list of 
fire traps, but it was probable such a list could: be made from the 


letter files of his office. 

The object of the Municipal Assembly 
and the Civic League is‘to minimize the 
danger of loss of life by the publicatiou 
of a Mst of the fire traps, and by ascer- 
taining exactly what is meeded in the 
way of additional legislation. 

‘The Municipal Assembly .in its reso- 
lution authorized a’ thorough investiga- 
tion of the M. A..C. fire, with a view 
to fixing the ate 2s cd for the loss 
of lives.

Mayor Kiel, visiting the ruins of the Missouri Athletic Club 
(Boatmen’s Bank) at noon today, and finding only 30 of Building 
Commissioner McKelvey’s staff of 100 laborers at work, urged 
MeKelvey to put the other 70 to work, in order to make better 
progress toward the finding of the 20 bodies still in the wreckage, 
beside the 10 which have been recovered. — 

The Mayor’s action was caused by the bitter eo of 
club officials and relatives of the dead, who told him they had 


watched the work, and were unable to see that any progress Was=. 


being: made. The same complaints were made toa PostsDispatch 
reporter who watched the work at close range. One man said he 
watched for an hour without seeing anything done which ould 
hasten the finding of the bodies. 

Fire Chief Swingley said it would take two or three days to 
reach the bodies, at the rate of progress being made. . 

McKelvey replied that, until more of the debris could be re- 
moved from the fallen roof, it would not be safe to put more men 
on the roof, which is now a little above the level of the third floor. 
Kiel again urged on him the necessity of pressing the work as fast 
as possible, and gave orders that a night shift of workers be hired, 
and calcium lights furnished by the Fire Department; if it —_— 
not prove practicable to string wires for are lights. 

Because of the Mayor’s fear, which was shared by President 
Kinsey of the Board of Public Improvements, that the south wall 
would fall into Washington avenue, the sidewalk was roped off, 
after having been open most of the. morning. 


Michael Thuma’s Body Is Identified. 


The eighth identification was that of the body of ‘Michael 
Thuma of Chicago, at noon. Arthur Alschuler, president of a 
Chicago clothing company, which employed “Thuma as manager 
of its cutting department, made the identification, chiefly hy 
means of a ring.

the Municipal Assembly bili after bi!1 to 
provide for greater protection of the 
lives of the occupants of hotels, lodging 
houses and other public ‘places. 

The Assembly appointed a joint 
committee comprised of Councilmen 
Koenig, Fletcher and Hermann and 
Delegates Scully, Hoffner and Wyrick 
tu conduct a thorough investigation of 
the M. A. C. disaster. The resolution 
authorizing the committee was intro- 
duced in the Council by Dr. Paul R. 
Fletcher, and was passed unanimously 
by both houses, 

M. A. C. Board Early Witnesses. 

The Board of Governors of the Mis- 
sourit Athletic Club and Building Com- 
missioner McKelvey will be among the 
first witnesses summoned Thursday by 
the joint committee of the Assembly. 

‘I am convinced that some other meth- 
od than police court prosecution for 
miolations of the building code must be 
employed to protect the public from 
death traps that exist in St. Louis,”’ 
said Chairman Fletcher to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. 

Fletcher alluded to the legal opinion 
cf Assistant City Counselor Griffin, pub- 
lished Tuesday in the Post-Dispatch, in 
which it was stated the city had au- 
thority to summarily close any building 
which the Building Department believed 
io be a menace to life in case of fire. 

“If the city may exercise such regu- 
lation of hotels and clubs, I am Inclined 
to think it is our duty to do so speed- 
ily and prevent a recurrence of the ca- 
tastrophe that has shocked the whole 
nation,” said Fletcher. 

He will request City Counselor Baird 
to assign Griffin to assist the committée 
in its inquiry by conducting the exam- 
ination of witnesses. 

The resolution in the Assembly set 
forth that it had been stated that the 
Missouri Athletic Club building was not 
equipped with such gafety appliances as 
automatic sprinklers and proper fire es- 
capes, and that the character of the 
building was such as to make it un- 
safe for use as a lodging house. 

The joint committee was given the 
power to subpena witnesses and compel 
the production of books and papers for 
the purpose of thoroughly investigating 
the disaster and determining the re- 
sponsibility for it. The object of this 
investigation, it was stated, was to de- 
termine whether existing ordinances 
should be strengthened, and whether, ‘f 
it should be found that they were suf- 
ficient, those charged with their proper 
enforcement had been negligent and 
should be disciplined for their derelic- 
tion, 

List ef Fire Traps Requested. 

It was resolved further “that the 
Building Commissioner be requested to 
submit to this joint committee for its 
information a complete list of all build- 
ings in the city of St. Louis now used 
as hotels, lodging houses or places of 
public amusement or congregation 
whith are, according to his information, 
dangerous and unsafe.

WITHOUT PERMIT 


Building Commissioner’s Records Show Author- 


ity to Construct 48 


Rooms Was Revoked 


When 98 Were Put in; Work Begun Before 


Right Was Granted. 


The alterations by which the fifth and sixth floors of the Missouri Ath- 
letic Club’ were converted into sleeping quarters for members and guests 
were made without a permit from the Building Commissioner’s office, in 
1908, after C. F. Longfellow, then Building Commissioner, had revoked the 
original permit because the club had violated its conditions. 

James N. McKelvey, the present Building Commissioner, Wednesday 
verified this after a Post-Dispatch reporter had found the original records 


in the files of McKelvey’s office. 

“The original permit issued by Long- 
fellow was for the installation of 43 
sleeping rvoms in the club building,” 
said McKelvey. ‘“‘The permit was re- 
voked when it was found that they were 
putting in 4 sleeping rooms. 

“All of the work done after the re- 
voking of the permit was illegal. When 
J took office theré was nothing I could 
do to remedy this violation of the law. 
It had already been countenanced by 
two administrations. I could only see 
that the ordinance regulations as to 
exit lights and fire escapes were ,com- 
plied with.” 

Application Considered for Month. 

Records in the Building Commission- 
er’s office show that an application for 
a permit to build sleeping rooms on the 
fifth and sixth floors of the Boat- 
men’s Bank Building and to construct 
@ swimming pool in the basement was 
minade to Building Commissioner Long- 
fellow March 3, 1903) The application 
was held under ¢onsideration for a 
month while inspectors of the Build- 
ing Commissioner’s office made an in- 
vestigation to determine whether the 
permit should be granted. 

xe permit wis issued April 3, 1903. 
It showed that the owner of the build- 
ing was the Boatmen’s Bank, the archi- 
tects were Barnett, Haynes & Barnett, 
and the contractor who was to make 
the alterations was James H. Bright. 
The estimated cost of the work was 
$50,000. 

A. J. Cochran, then an inspector in 
the Building Commissioner's office, 
made the favorable report on which the 
permit was granted. At the bottom of 
this report he wrote: ‘‘There are to be 
4— rooms on the fifth and sixth floofs.” 
The permit was numbered D808&2. 


Work Begun SBefore Permit Was 
Insued. 

The record shows that work on the al- 
terations was begun before the permit! 
was issued. An entry dated ‘March, 
1903,"" shows that’C. Kelleher, an in- 
speetor, reported that in excavating a 
sub-basement to make a swimming pool, 
the contractor had dug below the level 
of the foundation walls and below the 
bases of the iron columns which sup- 
ported the building. Kelleher, in this 
report, said that Contractor Bright, 
when asked why the work was being 
done before a permit had been is- 
sued, replied that ‘‘the owners were in 
e hurry.” ~ 

It apper s from the record that Bulld- 
ing Comrissioner Longfellow wrote let- 
ters of protest to W. H. Thomson, 
cashier of the Boatmen’s Bank, and to 
Lesile Marmaduke, president of the 
club, which was then known by its 
corporate name, The Missouri Amuse- 
ment and Atheltic Supply Co. 

Marmaduke, on April 1, 1903, replied 
that he regretted it had been found 
necessary to start the work while the 
application for a permit was still pend- 
ing, but that there had been so many 
delays in getting the club started that 
it had been deemed advisable to make 
the alterations as quickly as possible. 

Thomeon on the*same day replied that 
while the Boatmen’s Bank owned the 
building, it had nothing to do with the 
alterations which were being made for 
lessees. 

Permit Issued Two Days Later. 

Bullding Commissioner Longfellow 
seems to have accepted these explana- 
tions. Two days after receiving these 
replies from Marmaduke and Thomson 
he issued the permit. 

The record contains a letter written 
te Contractor Bright by Frank R. Tate.

athletic Club on April 8 in which Tate 
inetructs Bright to proceed with the 
erection of sleeping rooms on the fiftl 
and sixth floors ‘‘in accordance with 
the originkl plans." 

The next entry in the record shows 
that on April 16 Longfellow wrote a 
letter to Matthew Kiely, then Chief of 
Police, notifying him that the permit for 
the alterations had been revoked. 

On the same day Longfellow notified 
W. H. Thomson, of the Boatmen’s Bank, 
that the permit had been revoked be- 
cause of ‘‘material deviations” from the 
plans outlined in the original applica- 
tion.

SALT LAKE WATER USED 
AS TIMBER PRESERVATIVE 


Forest Experts Discover Logs 
Immersed in Brine Are Kept 


Perfectly for 50 Years. 

WASHINGTON, ._March i1.—Experts 
of the Forest Service have discovered 
that the waters of the Great Salt Lake 
act as a preservative against decay in 
timbers. For years they have been con- 
ducting experiments to find a treatment 
that would preserve poles and railroad 
ties. 

In replacing a railroad trestle recently 
burned along the north shore of the 
Great Salt Lake. It was found that the 
piles were perfectly sound after 43 years 
of service. In looking for the cause, 
since the piles were only of local pine 
and fir, it was discovered that the tim- 
bers were impregnated with salt. Other 
instances are given. In one case tim- 
ber was perfectly preserved after & 
years of service. 

Forest experts suggest that ties and 
poles immersed in these waters can be 
made more impervious to decay by 
painting the butt of the pole with cre- 
osote, which will keep out the moisture 
and keep in the salt.

Failure of deputies in Sheriff Dick- 
man’s office to arrest Frederick A. De- 
lano, William K. Bixby and Edward B. 
Pryor, receivers of the Wabash Rail- 


roaag, on indictments charging them 
with violating the local option laws of 
Clay County because liquor was sold 
on dining cars passing through that 
county, resulted in the issuance in the 
Clay County Cireuit-Court of a con- 
tempt summons against the sheriff 
Tuesday. 

Dispatches from Liberty, Mo.,, to the 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday said that Cir- 
cuit Judge Frank P. Divelbiss had issued 
the citation, ordering the Sheriff to ap- 
pear in court in Liberty, Monday, and 
Siow cause why he should not be pun- 
ished for contempt. The citation was 
mailed to Coroner Padberg for service 
on the Sheriff. 

The indictments were found by the 
grand jury in November, and were sent 
to Sheriff Dickmann Dec. 9. Chief Serv- 
ice Deputy Schilling said that the war- 
rants had been placed in the hands of 
a new deputy,. Who had failed to make 
a return on them, and that they had 
been mislaid and forgotten. Chief Dep- 
uty Kilcullen called the clerk of the 
court at Liberty. and then notified 
Sheriff Dickmann to go to the Coroner’s 
office to accept service of the citation.

There followed 
quickly the sound of breaking glass 
Then I saw the reflection of flames in 
the windows of the carpet house across 
the: street. There seemed to be a com- 
motion, in the upper floors of the club. 

‘*T rushed ta the night clerk and eried: 
‘The whole place is on fire. Run for 
your life.’ 

“He stared at me as if he thought [ 
Was crazy, and then there was a crash. 
louder than the preceding ones, and he 
betrayed real alarm, and called to the 
telephone operator to sound the alarn: 
of fire. 

‘My escort had joined me by this 
time and he fairly carried me out of 
the building and across the street. 

Second and Third Floors Ablaze. 

“From that point it appeared that the 
entire second and third floors were one 
mass of flames. We saw men throwing 
open windows and waving their hands 
and calling ‘Wire,’ and we could make 
cut their forme darting frantically here 
and there in the smoke. 

“Just as the first fire engine came up 
a man mounted the casement of his 
window, paused for a minute and then 
dropped silently to the stone sidewalk 
below. I grew faint and dizzy then. 

“Mr. Eisemann took me out of the 
crowd to the American Hotel. But | 
could not steep, and from the window 
in my room I could see the flames as 
they mounted skyward.”

FIRE STARTED IN 


DINING ROOM, I 
EMPLOVE'S BELIEF 


Checkman Tells Police His 
Theory Curtain Caught From: 
Cigarette or Match. 


Tom Rowe, who was in charge of the 
M. A. C. checkroom and whose son, Nor- 
man Rowe. was night telephone oper- 
ator at the club, told at Police Head- 
quarters Tuesday afternoon of his belief 
that the fire was caused by the throwing 
cf a cigarette or a match into a curtain 
by some member of an after-theater 
supper party in the third-floor dining 
room. Rowe and his son will be two of 
the most important witnesses in the Cor- 
ener’s indauest. 

Rowe said the party consisted of elzht 
cr nine young men, and that they were 
sober and comparatively quiet, but that 
they lingered in the dining room so late 
that he did not wait for them to dis- 
perse, but went home at 1:15 a. m. 

Discovery of the Fire. 

As Rowe went out, he said, he told 
Clerk Reisinger that it would not be 
necessary to keep the elevator man. 
“When those fellows get ready to go 
down,” he-said, ‘‘Norman can take them 
down.” Accordingly, he said, Reisinger 
told him to send the elevator man 
home, and he did so. 

Rowe said he later learned from his 
son that the young men left at 1:30 a. m 
Norman Rowe taking them down in the 
elevator. It was 10 minutes later, Row2 
said he was told, that a waiter smelled 
smoke coming from the dining room, but 
did not investigate it. He did not learn 
this waiter’s name. At about 1:50 2. m. 
the fire was discovered by a young 
woman in the lobby whose escort was 


} phoning for a taxicab and by the watch- 


man of the Boatmen’s Bank, who saw.: 
flame reflected in windows across éhie 
street. All accounts have pointed to the 
third, or dining room, floor. as the 
place where the fire started. 

Tells of Previous Fires. 

Rowe said that, in his belief, a match 
or a cigarette, tossed into a curtain or 
into a crumpled corner of a carpet, 
started the blaze. 

He also said there had been two pre- 
vious fires at the M. A. C. within 3 
month. About the midéle of February, 
he said, some rags, thrown on the roof 
of the Lucas avenue addition, took fire 
from a hot pipe, and the night engineer, 
discovering the blaze, telephoned for the 
Salvage Corps. He did not wish to turn 
in a fire alarm for fear of disturbing the 
ruests. The Salvage Corps men succeed- 
ed in handling the fire. 

A few nights later, he said, a match, 
tossed into one of the new portieres in 
the main corridor, ignited it, and. Robert 
Niedringhaus tore it down and stamped 
cut the fire. 

Rowe also said $3000 worth of maole 
flooring was piled in the gymnasium on 
the seventh floor, where it had been 
planned to install a handbajl court.

2 MORE BRITISH 


OFFICERS DIE AS 
AIR GRAFT FALLS 


Collapse at Great Height Costs 
Lives of Army Captain and 
Lieutenant. | 


SALISBURY, England, March 11.—Two 
more officers of the British army flying 
corps were killed here today. 

Capt. C. R. W. Allen of the Welsh 
Regiment and Lieut. J. E. G. Burroughs 
of the Wiltshire Regiment, while ovcr 
the military aerodrome on Salisbury 
Plain were hurled from a high altitude 
by the collapse of their aeroplane. 

The cause of the accident was the 
breaking of the rudder bar of a gov- 
ernment-built biplane piloted by Capt. 
Allen, who was carrying Lieut. Bur- 
roughs as a passenger. 

Capt. Cyril R. Downer of the North- 
amptonshire Infantry Regiment was 
killed yesterday by a fall with his aero- 
plane, almost at the same spot. 

He had only recently been detailed for 
service with the army flying corps.

Following the publication of a cam- 
paign pamphlet urging the adoption of 
the short ballot for the State, the Snort 
Ballot Committee of the Civic League 
Tuesday begun the distribution of an- 
cther pamphlet designed to popularize 
the short ballot idea for St. Louis.

The committee would make the follow- 
ing officials appointive: In the regular 
State election, the Coroner and Pub- 
lic Administrator; in the biennial eiec- 
tion, Clerk Circuit Court, Clerk Circuit 
Court for Crfminal Cases, Clerk Pro- 
bate Court, Clerk Court of Criminal 
Correction, Constable, . Recorder of 
Deeds, License Collector.

bers 6f the Board of Education. ” The 
Koard of Freeholders, which is draft- 
ing a new charter, has provided for a 
short ballot, but has included the Comp- 
troller among the elective officials. 

The committee shows in a striking 
chart that every St. Louis voter votes 
for 8 different public officials in the 
course of four years. The highest num- 
ber at any one election is %. The com- 
mittee asks how any man can vote in- 
telligently for so many different of- 
ficers. 

There is a widespread misunderstand- 
ing and opposition to the short. ballot in 
St. Louis, the committee has found. 
This is based on the idea that the short 
ballot deprives the people of the power 
to elect their own officers and thus de- 
creases their participation in govern- 
ment. The committee’s pamphlet an- 
swers that argument by declaring that 
only by concentration on a few officers 
that everyone can learn about, do the 
people really select their servants. Oth- 
erwise, it declares, the political bosses 
select them. The slogan of the commit- 
tee is, “The Long Ballot is the Poli- 
tician’s Ballot. The Short Ballot is the 
People’s Ballot.’’

Prosecuting Attorney Lashly filed suit 
in the Circuit Court in Clayton Wednes- 
day against County Clerk William Sei- 
bel, to recover $20,041.97 in fees that 
Seibel is alleged to have illegally ap- 
propriated to his own use since 1911.

REGORD RULED OUT 
IN GEROLD TRIAL 


Court Upholds Defense’s Con- 
tention Original Record Is 
_Only Proper Evidence. 


The theft of six East St. Louis city 
records from the vaults of the Comp- 
troller’s office last August without the 
vaults being forced open, while a graft 
investigation was under way, was taken 
advantage of by attorneys for E. Fred 
zerold, former City Treasurer, on trial 
on an indictment charging that he with- 
held $50,000 of city funds, soon after 
Gerold’s trial opened in the East S8*. 
Louis City Court. 

Daniel J. Sullivan, one of Gerold’s at- 
torneys, prevented State’s Attorney 
Webb from introducing a bond ledger 
compiled by an expert accountant, and 
showing the condition of special im- 
provement funds, from which, it is al- 
leged, Gerold diverted to his own use 
large sums of money, 

Prosecution Opens Case. 

Sullivan contended that onty the orig- 
inal record could properly be introduced 
in evidencea. Webb explained to the 
Court the circumstances of the disap- 
pearance of the city records while offi- 
Cials were under investigation, but 
Judge Pope ruled that the copy pre- 
pared by an accountant could not bs 
introduced. 


deach of the records, 


Webb tuld a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that while the ruling of the Court would 
make the presentation of the State's 
case more difficult, there were other 
ways the evidence could be brought be- 
fore the jury. 

W. R. Rodenberger, Comptroller at the 
time the books were stolen, and under 
indictment on a charge of embezzling 
the books, testified that the booxs were 
stolen while he was absent from the 
city. He said he could not identify 
items on the bond register compiled by 
an accountant as being the same as 
items which were on the original bond 
register. 

Voucher Offered in Evidence. 

With the introduction of warrants and 
vouchers, Webb, Wednesday. began his 
attempt to prove the alleged shortage 
by Gerold of $500 in the fund for the 
improvement of Bond avenue, between 
Seventeenth. street and Cheyenne ave- 
nue. 

He first offered in evidence a voucher 
end warrant for $16,800, dated Jan. 6, 
1910, showing that Frank Holten, then 
(ity Treasurer, had received $16,800 to 
reimburse him for money paid out in 
redeeming bonds and coupons of the 
Bond avenue improvement. The voucher 
included coupons of series D, numbered 
from 154 to 161, and from 166 to 176, for 
$25 each, a total of 20 coupons, making 
a‘total of $500 of the $16,800, the amount 
of the warrant, and voucher. 

Coupons Introduced. 

Webb followed this with a warrant 
and voucher dated Dec. 29, 1911, for 
$500, and made payable to Fred Gerold, 
who succeeded Holten as Treasurer. This 
voucher showed that Gerold took credit 
for coupons of the same numbers as 
those Holten had taken credit for nearly 
two years before. 

The coupons were introduced = and 
showed on’ their face that they were 
due Dec. 30, 1909, only a few days before 
the record shows that Holten paid them. 
They were marked paid, however, the 
date that Gerold took: credit for them. 
The State will place on the stand wit- 
nesses whom it expects to testify that 
when Holten went out of office he left 
hundreds of uncanceled coupons which 
he had paid. 

The State will contend that Gerold 
found these uncanceled coupons and 
paid them to himself, taking a second 


‘payment of the same indebtedness. 


©. R. Saunders, a clerk in the City 
Treasurer’s office, testified that the 
records of the office showed that the 
warrant cashed by Holten and giving 
in detail the payments of the coupons 
in question, was entered on the books, 
showing that the coupons were paid at 
approximately the time they were due 
and long before Gerold took office. 

Webb called the attention of the jury 
to the fact that the signatures to the 
documents were by rubber stamp. 

Sullivan, Gerold’s attorney, raised legal 
technicalities to the introduction of 
his point being 
that they were not properly identified 
as being original city records. He was 
overruled each time by Judge Pope. 

Nestifies From Records, 

Saunders testified from the records of 
the Treasurer's office that Gerold, Dec. 
21, 1911, took credit on the books for 
$500 of coupons on the Bond avenue im- 
provement. He said the handwriting 
on the books was that of W. H. Mat- 
lack, Gerold’s deputy. 

Frank Holten, former Treasurer, an‘ 
Ferdinand Seppi, his deputy, identifie.] 
the warrant and voucher by which these 
coupons were paid to him. Seppi said 
that he made out the voucher and toox 
it to the Treasurer's office, where it 
was checked over with the coupons, and 
that he left the coupons in the Comp- 
troller’s office. 


He said that he did not cancel the 


‘l coupons, and that, after Gerold took of- 


fice, he was present in the Comptrol- 
ler’s office when the uncanceled cou. 
pons were checked over by an expert 
accountant. 

Sullivan attempted on cross-examina- 
tion to show by him that this account- 
ant had found discrepancies in Holten’s 
accounts, but Judge Pope ruled out the 


question.

TO HARNESS NILE 


Hugh L. Cooper, Who Began as 
Draftsman, to Direct Work 
From New York. 


ret 


ROCHESTER, Minn., March 11.—Hugh 
L. Cooper, a former Rochester man and 
builder of the dam at Keokuk, Io., an 


engineering feat that has attracted na-~ 
tion-wide attention, has been appointed 
consulting hydroelectric engineer for the 
Egyptian Government. The high honor 
came to him in competition with the 
leading engineers of England, Italy and 
Switzerland. The Nile dam will be one 
of the largest and most important en- 
gineering projects in the world. 

Mr. Cooper will have supervision of 
the construction of the dam. He will 
not take practical charge of the work, 
but will maintain offices in New York 
City, from which place he will super- 
intend the work as the consulting en- 
gineer. 

Mr. Cooper began his career as an en- 
gineer in Rochester, working in the of- 
fices of H. T. Horton, a bridge builder, 
as an architect. He rose from a humble 
position to one of the greatest engi- 
neers. _ 

The building of the Keokuk dam was 
his -great achievement in the United 
states. Mr. and Mrs. Cooper sailed from 
Paris for New York on March 7. It is 
sald the Egyptian Government paid him 
a small fortune for his plans for the 
Nile dam.

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Cooper Chosen by Britisk Envoy Who 
Inspected Work. 
WASHINGTON, March 11.—Hugh L. 
Cooper, the engineer who built the 
Keokuk Power Dam across the Mis- 
sissippi and who has been chosen as 
a consulting engineer for the Egyp- 
tian Government in construction of 
a new hydro-electric dam across the 
Nile, was selected for the post by Sir 
Ralph Wilcox, supervising engineer of 
the famous Agssouan Dam, when he 
was in the United States recently and 

saw Cooper’s work at Keokuk. 

Government inspectors who watched 
closely the work on the Keokuk 
Dam, pronounced it the finest struc- 
ture of its kind in the world. Mr. 
Cooper also designed and built the 
power dam across the Susquehanna 
River at McCall’s Ferry, regarded as 
one of the notable engineer works of 
the country. 

His specialty has been the direction 
of long dams of small heads and as 
that is the problem presented to the 
engineers seeking to control] the wa- 
ters of the Nile, it is assumed it was 
this reputation that led to his selec- 
tion by the Egyptian Government.

ALMOST TOTAL 
FGLIPSE TONIGHT 


It Will. Enter Shadow Here at 
8:11, Be Nearly Hidden at 
10:12, Emerge at 11:44. 


An almost total eclipse of the moon 
will take place tonight. It wil! be vis)- 
ble throughout America, in Western 
Europe and Asia. At St. Louis the 
moon will enter the shadow at 8:41 p. m., 
the eclipse will be greatest at 10:12 and 
the moon will leave the shadow at 11:44. 

According. to the Rev. Martin S. Bren- 
nan, the St. Louis astronomer, the 
eclipse will be about 92 per cent total. 
It will be the first time this particular 
kind of eclipse has been visible in 18 
years and ll days and it will be 18 years 
and 11 days before it is visible again. 

This did not mean, Father Brennan 
said, that there . wuuld not be otner 
eclipses, some of them total, betoure this 
recurrence. He explained the phenom- 
enon by saying that eclipses of the moon 
always take place when it is at the full. 
The earth is directly between the sun 
and the moon and its shadow more 
than covers the surface vf the satellite. 
That any gleam from the moon is at all 
visible is due to the character of the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

If the earth’s plane and the moon’. 
plane were the same there would be 
an eclipse every time there is a fuil 
moon. But they are not quite in the 
Ssaine plane. If the angle of difference 
were smaller there would be more 
eclipses and if larger there would ve 
fewer. 

If a line were drawn from the moon to 
the earth and then from the earth to 
the sun, a certain angle would be ob-

Someone, be he a promoter, a capitalist or one 
controlled through a gublic-spirit motive, should 
take the initiative in organizing a stock company 
for the purpose of suppying funds to those people 
who may wish to go to the country and raise 
garden and other tguck, or do other things to 
which his knowledge and talents may best be 
suited. The money derived from the sale of stock 
could be loaned in monthly installments, such 
loans te be secured by note and mortgage. 

D@ad beats and offier undesirable classes could 
be eliminated by careful investigation of the ap- 
plicant. _Conduct the financial operation along 
the Tires of the “poor man’s bank,” except, of 
course, the time of payment. The association 
would also sell the crop and handle the proceeds, 
to charge interest on the loan, as well as for sell- 
ing and other expenses of operating. A great 
many things could be raised, where it would re- 
quire but very few implements, after the ground 
has once been plowed. A hired team for a short 
term would suffice.

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NEGRO POPULATION OF CITIES. 
From the Louisville Post. 

The Philadelphia Ledger gathers to- 
gether some interesting figures as to the 
negro population in the largest cities 
of the country. . 

Washington, a. oe 
the largest negro population, the total 
being 4,446, against 91,7009 in New 
York City, although the total population 
in New York is 14 or 16 times that of 
Washington. 

Other cities show the following popu- 
lation of negroes: 

New Orleons..89,262 Richmond, 
Baltimore .....84,719 Va. 

Philadelphia ..84,459 Chicago 

Memphis.......52,44i1 St. Louis.......43,% 
Birmingham .52,395 Louisville .... ; 
Atlanta Nashville 36,523 

Indianapolis ..21,815 

In proportion to population there are 
almost exactly as many negroes in Bal- 
timore as in Louisville. New Orleans 
has a considerably larger proportion, 
while Memphis, Birmingham, Atlanta 
and Richmond have many more negroes, 
although a smaller population than 
Louisville.

start over again because of losses by 
speculation or otherwise. 

One can invest small, odd amounts in 
a savings account. He can invest them 
at any time, and his money will begin 
to earn interest at once. The interest, 
as soon as it is added to the principal, 
begins to earn more interest itself, and 
thus the account grows in two ways. 

Of cotrse, savings banks compound in- 
terest is not the only way to make 
money with money. 

Many fortunes were made and many 
more will be made through wise invest- 
ments. And many fortunes are lost, 
too, through unwise investments. But 
thrifty habits and consulting with ex- 
periericed persons like conservative 
bankers will give one the wisdom neces- 
sary to handle money wisely. 

When you invest in some _ things— 
stocks, for instince—you assume a busi- 
ness risk for the sake of sharing in 
business profits. But perhaps you are 
not in a position to take ‘business 
risks.”’ 

Speculation is an expensive luxury. 
The wisest course for the person of mod- 
erate resources is to keep entirely clear 
of it, no matter what form it takes. 
When you speculate, you can only hope 
to win, but with your money in a sound 
bank you can know just where you: 
money is and what it is earning for you 
all the time, 

Savings bank deposits are better pro- 
tected than money in any equally prof- 
itable and equally available direct in- 
vestment. The protection is as nearly 
perfect as law can make any invest- 
ment of money. Tnat is why the sav- 
ings bank ought to be considered one 
of the foundations of our national safe- 
ty and prosperity.—T. D. MacGregor.

MOYERPROPOSES 
PLAN 10 SETTLE 


MIGHIGAN STRIKE 


Suggests Referendum on Aban- 
donment of Organization 
and Return to Work. 


CHICAGO, March 11.—‘We will sanc- 
tion the calling off of the copper miners’ 
strike if the men themselves want to 
do it,”” declareg Charles H. Moyer, presi- 
dent of the Western Federation of Min- 
ers, here today. 

Moyer recommended a referendum vote 
to determine whether the strikers de- 
sired to waive their demand for recogni- 
tion of the union; to surrender their 
union cards and return to work. 

The men could make their own indi- 
vidual terms with the mining companies, 
said Mover. As far as the Western 
Federation was concerned, he asserted 
that organization was willing to accept 
the changes in working conditions which 
the companies have made since the 
strike and would be content to have the 
strikers return to work with the under- 
standing that they could do so withour 
prejudice. 

Mover said he wished to make it plain 
that the men on strike could take anv 
action they desired and without Inter- 
ference from the union. 

Allen F. Rees, senior counsel for the 
mining companies, said that the men 
would be taken back without prejudice 
upon surrendering their union cards 
and that places doubtless would be 
found for all except for those who en- 
gaged in acts of violence and other law- 
lessness. 

“We will start off again with a clean 
slate,”’ declared A. E. Petermann, an- 
other attorney for the operators, who 
confirmed what Rees has said.

INDORSE MISSOURI 
CLEANUP CAMPAIGN 


[Resolution by H. P. Fritsch 
Urges That It Be Extended 
to Every City in State. 


OFFICERS TO BE ELECTED 


Today’s Program for Conference 
Taken Up Principally With 
Committee Meetings. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March i1.—The 
closing hours of the convention of the 
Missouri Federation of Commercial 
Clubs today were devoted. chiefly to 
committee meetings, in which the work 
of the Federation was mapped out for 
final endorsement by the convention. 


Among the important business still 
to be disposed of was the election of 
officers and the selection of the next 
convention city. Advocates of Joplin 
were confident that their city would 
be selected for the 1915 gathering. 

The federation indorsed the Shackle- 
ford good roads bill, but urged that it 
be amended to provide for permanent 
road improvements and to require prop- 
erty owners to bear one-third of the 
expense of road improvements. ‘ 

The indorsement was obtained after 
a sharp debate. The Committee on 
Resolutions brought in a report favor- 
ing national and state aid for good 
roads, but not mentioning specifically 
the Shackleford bill. Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Painter offered an amendment fn- 
dorsing the Shackleford bill. After be- 
ing modified, this amendment was 
adopted. 

H. P. Fritsch, secretary of the Vane 
Paint Co. of St. Louls today introduced 
the following resolution: ' 

‘“‘Whereas, we recognize the national 
‘Clean up and paint up’ campaign as an 
immediate and practical and comprehen- 
sive means to arouse civic consciousness 
<mong all the people tnjany community, 
and to give sane, satisfactory and -on- 
structive direction to that spirit. 

“Be it resolved, That we congratulate 
its promoters on the adoption of this 
original Missouri idea in the more than 
a thousand cities and towns conducting 
local campaigns on the plans of the 
national ‘clean up and paint up’ cam- 
paign bureau, with headquarters in 8t. 
Louis, Mo., and that we urge the or- 
Kanization of these campaigns in every 
(ity and town In Missourl under the 
auspices of the commerical clubs of 
such cities. : 

“Be it further resolved, That a spe- 
cial committee of five be appointed by 
the president of the Federation of Mis- 
souri Commercial Clubs to confer with 
the chairman of said national bureau 
on the feasibility of a zeneral campaign 
vf this character throughout Missouri, 
ind especially where no local organiza- 
tion exists.”’ 

The clean-up resolution was received 
with enthusiasm and every effort will 
be made to have the movement that 
.riginated in St. Louls spread to every 
corner of the State. 

Another matter before the convention 
was a plan for the commercial clubs 
‘o keep an agent at Ellis Island in New 
York harbor, to win immigrant farmers 
as Missouri settlers. This plan of bring- 
ing foreigners into the State, it is ex- 
rected, will be developed in detail and 
an agent appointed to the task before 
the next convention is held. 

Discussion of plans to develop Mis- 
sourl further, procure a better under- 
standing and closer business relation 
between the farmer and the merchant 
and how to obtain better roads and im- 
prove rural living conditions were tha 
chief topics before the convention yes- 
terday. 

Renewal of their organization under 
the administration of the federation has 
been accomplished by 416 cifbs in the 
State, and only five failed to respond to 
a request to appoint delegates to the 
convention.
